A of Washington -in 1792. Since it was not ready for occupancy until 1800, Washington him- 
self did not live there, but every President since him has lived there. It has been enlarged and 
remodeled several times -once after the British burned it in the War of 1812. The President and his 
family live upstairs; only the downstairs reception rooms are open to the public. Although the White 
House is open to visitors only two hours a day, as many as 10,000 people pass through it daily!

The Blue Room is the Res- 
ident's personal reception 
room, 6rover Cleveland was 
married in this room. ..the 
only wedding oi a President 
to take place in the White 
House.
